14. The acoustic generating device of claim 10, wherein one of Uie mounting devices is 
attached to the piezoelectric material with the adhesive. 

15. Tl,e acoustic generating device of claim 10. wherein at least one of the mounting devices 
is attached to the metal diaphragm with the adhesive. 

16. The acoustic generating device of claim 10, wherein at least one of the mounting devices 
is substantially round.

18. An acoustic generating device of claim 10. wherein the piezoelectric material is ceramic.
